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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, a polisher and a jig 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim 8. No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: It does not provide the 
elements with which the aligning portion is integral. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claim is directed to neither 
a "process" nor an "apparatus," but rather embraces or overlaps two different statutory 
classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C. 101 which is drafted so as to set forth the 
statutory classes of invention in the alternative only. Ex parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 1548 
(Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1990), Id. at 1551. 

Patents are not granted for all discoveries, but only for those, which are 
specifically provided for in 35 U.S.C. 101 . This section requires that the invention be 
"new and useful" and that is fall within one of the five specified classes of 
invention, which are: 

• a process or method (which may be a process of making something or a process 
of using something) 

• a machine or apparatus 

• a manufacture (article) 

• a composition of matter 
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• an improvement of any of the above 

Claim 8 includes two classes of invention, class 1 (a process or method) and 
class 2 (a machine or apparatus). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this sectionjnade in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schmatz. 
Schmatz (Figures 1-4) shows an optical connector having a housing 8 of Figure 

1a, an aligning portion 6s of Figure 1a & 1b, a guide portion 4 of Figure 1a and a 
holding portion 4 of Figure 1b wherein the aligning portion, guide portion and the 
housing are integral to each other and the holding portion can move a predetermined 
direction (horizontally as well as vertically). The aligning portion is formed by two 
portions 6 one on the top of the other to define a hole for accommodating an optical 
fiber. Each portion 6 has V-grooves. 

10. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 
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Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Uberbacher also reads on the claim 1 . Rosson et al teaches 
polishing operations.
